“From day to day I get to make 
many hundreds of new acquaintances, 
and one thing that really gripes me is 
when someone constantly gropes around 
and barks out one complaint after the 
other about life. Sure, I can understand 
how someone can get into a bad mood 
from time to time, but, for the most 
part, life is a truly beautiful thing — 
that is, it can be a beautiful thing with 
a little bit of help from you. 

“Many people who aren’t too fami- 
har with show business activities have 
commented, ‘Gee those performers have 
it easy. All they have to do is get up 
on a Stage, sing a few numbers and 
look at all the money they make.’ What 
the general public fails to see is the 
many hours an entertainer has to put 
into study, practice and rehearsals, the 
gradual climb he or she must make 


towards the top, the hundreds of free 
performances for experience, the heart- 
break and the numerous obstacles to be 
overcome. As for the money a per- 
former makes, it isn’t always the 
amount the public hears about — and 
think of all the money an entertainer 
has to spend in order to do right by the 
public! For example, just think of the 
thousands of dollars put .into travel 
expenses, wardrobe and arrangements.

“When the time does come, and I 
am ready for marriage, I know I’ll 
never choose a performer for a hus- 
band, the reason being that performers 
are very emotional people — I know 
that I am — and that when two people 
like that live together — CRASH — 
who knows what'll happen? Also, most 
performers are naturally very concerned 
about themselves, and there’s no room 
for individualism in marriage. However, 
I would very much like to marry some- 
one who is in some phase of show 
business, perhaps an agent, director, 
writer or what have you — someone 
who’ll have an understanding of the 
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business and who’ll be able to under- 
stand me. 

“The question — do I intend to stay 
in show business after I’m married? 
— has been asked of me many times 
over. My answer is simply this: I will 


remain in show business as long as I 


am on the top. I will not tolerate slip- 
ping out of the star spotlight. Through 
the years, I’ve worked extremely hard 
to get where I am today, and if ever I 
should find myself slipping to a point 
where the public no longer looks at me 
as a star, I’ll know then it’s time for 
me to get out of show business. I’ve 
set for myself the highest standards 
of entertainment, always deeming it 
absolutely necessary to give my very 
best to my fans, and I’ll settle for noth- 
ing less. As long as the fans want me, 
I’ll continue as an entertainer — never 
will I force myself upon the public as 
so many performers do. 

“I’m very definitely making the most 
out of life and am so thnkful for all 
the good fortune that has come my 
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way — and especially appreciative of 
those people who have been so close to 
me all the while I was striving for 
success. Whenever I need a helping 
hand, a bit of good advice, some added 
incentive, courage and confidence, I 


have only to look to my Mom and Dad. 


They’ve always been right there — 
right by my side when I needed them 
the most. Dad, who is with me on just 
about every engagement, has come to 
know the ‘in’s and ‘out’s’ of show busi- 
ness quite thoroughly, and his advice 
and business maneuvers have proven to 
be most advantageous. The love, the 
concern, the devotion and the inspiration 
that I get from Mom has continually 
given me the strength and the desire to 
go on to greater and greater heights. 
Without my wonderful Mom and Dad 
helping me along the way, I doubt that 
I ever would have reached my goal. 


“Though it’s my name you see in 
lights on theatre marquees across the 
country, and it’s my name that appears 
in newspapers and magazines and on 


record labels, I often times wish I could 
put a couple of more names right along 
side of mine, the names of people that 
never get the recognition justly due 
them. Two such people are my personal 
manager, George Scheck, and my ‘gal 
Friday’, secretary, and very dear friend, 
Joyce Becker. 


“Mr. Scheck has guided my career 
right from the very beginning and has 
always treated me with the greatest 
respect and concern. So many mana- 
gers regard their respective clients as 
‘property’, forgetting that they are 
human beings like anyone else. But in 
Mr. Scheck I’ve found a true and con- 
siderate friend as well as a very able 
manager of all my business affairs. 

“Pidgeon — (oh, by the way, that’s 
what everyone calls Joyce) — is, well, 
JUST TOO MUCH! She acts as my 
personal secretary, always following 
through on things that Mr. Scheck and 
I just can’t get to. She’s my ‘gal Fri- 
day’, helping me with shopping details, 
contacts friends while we’re on the road, 


sets up appointments for me, and al- 
ways sees that I get where I’m suppose 
to be — on time.

The “MUMMY” is portrayed on the 
record by another talented and _ suc- 
cessful youngster, Bob McFadden whose 
versatile voice-effects have won him 
nation-wide acclaim many times over.

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How To Be A Beauty 


“Beauty is the gift of God,” said 


Aristotle, famed Greek philosopher, 
2,000 years ago. He was handsome, and 
a man — so what could he know? But 
even as he spoke, Greek women were 
proving the truth of another time- 
honored remark: “The Lord helps those 
who help themselves.”

The new- 
est such cold cream enriched product is 
a pink toilet soap called Praise that 
even contains a gentle but effective 
germicide to help remove the bacteria 
that often cause skin blemishes. 

By using the right soap with both 
the knowledge of the right cleaning 
techniques and the persistence to apply 
them on a daily basis — you can have 
the fresh glowing skin of beauty. 


Keep your face flower fresh by wash- 
ing it twice a day in warm water (hot 
water roughens the skin) and finishing 
up with a cold water rinse for a velvety 
texture. 

Remember that in the eyes of the 
beholder your face begins at the neck- 
line — so include this oft-neglected 
area in your facial cleansing operations. 
With fingertips, washcloth or com- 
plexion brush, work lather deep into 
the pores to remove the dirt you cannot 
see.
